STATEMENT OF APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Clerk of the House Coinmittee Furnishes 
yi the Figures. 

Washington, February 27.—At the request of 
the committee on ways and means J. C. 
Courts, clerk of the house committee for ap- 
propriations, has submitted to the committee 
a statement of approprictions, exclusive of 
miscellaneous matters, made by the house 
this session. It shows an aggregate of $513,- 
733,085 and this amount has been increased 
to $019,273,447 by changes made in bills by the 
senate.

Mr. Carter said the report printed in New 
York that he had been in conference with 
Judge Gresham while in New York was a 
mistake. He did not see the judge there and 
had not expected to. Mr. Carter and his fel- 
low eemmissioners —Castle and Thurston—will 
remain in Washington until the annexation 
treaty is disposed of by the adjournment of 
the setnate, if not otherwise, but they will 
do nothing to further its consideration or rat- 
ification.

GROWING LARGER 


Is the Loss of Governor McKinley by 
Walker's Failure, 


AND ANOTHER STORY 18 TOLD, 


Which, if True, Puts a Different | 
Phase on the Failure. 


WAS THE GOVERNOR A SPECULATOR? 


This Last Story Indicates That He Knew 
What He Was Doing, and Was Not 
the Innocent Sufferer. 


Columbus, O., February 27.—(Special.)— 
The financial affairs of Governor Mcisinley 
became more entangled as developments 
progress, and today .the amount of his La- 
bilities, caused by the Walker failure at 
Youngstown, is placed at $200,000. 

The governor has been the object of sym- 
pathy all over the country. As the story 
went he was an innocent and abused party, 
and his persistent refusals to accept prof- 
fered aid from wealthy and substantial 
people throughout the east and from many 
parties in the state have elicited warm 
encomiums from everybody. 

The latest statement concerning the fail- 
ure will-cause the tongues of people all 
over the country to wag, because the man 
involved in it is William McKinley, Jr. 
The representations have been that Major 
McKinley has been made a_ bankrupt 
through the treachery of a friend who had 
induced McKinley, “his old neighbor,” to 
endorse for him and failing had dragged 
the governor down. He had relied on his 
friend’s honesty and had never kept ac- 
count of his endorsements, but had given 
them as freely and rapidly as they were 
asked. 

Now comes a second and more interest- 
ing chapter. It is a story that is being 
whispered about among a few who claim 
to know. It put the governor in the atti- 
tude of a math who was not simply an ac- 
commodating endorser for a friend—a suf- 
ferer by that friend’s treachery—but a man 
who knew exactly what he was about. 
The story goes that Governor McKinley’s 
liabilities instead of being $118,000 ave 
$200,000, and the governor is not merely 
the endorser of the notes involved in the 
fransaction, as first reported, but the maker 
of these notes which are circulating abeut 
the country in amounts ranging from $1,000 
to $1,500. ‘These notes, it is claimed, were 
made by the governor to Robert Walker, 
brought on by the cash and represented 
of Youngstown, whose recent failure 
was brought on by the crash, and repre- 
sented thousands of dollars used in a coal 
mine venture near Connellsville, Pa., in 
which McKinley and Walker were jointly 

terested.) The notes in question haye 

een running, it is said, for four or five 
years and the wonder has been, among 
those aware of the situation that the crisis 
was not reached long before it came. 

Viewed in such a light as_ that 
thrown around it, the whole = affair 
puts the governor in a position of a man 
who-Yventured and lost—not that of a man 
who was overtaken by misfortune through 
the fault of others. 

There is another story to the effect that 
Andrew J. Duncan, who formerly lived 
in this state but who is now in the west, 
and who claims to be a brother-in-law of 
Governor McKinley, was a partner with 
the governor and Walker in a stamping 
mill project, but was frozen out of the firm. 

A special from Youngstown, O., in con- 
nection with the above was received to- 
night and is as follows: “In regard to the 
story about Governor McKinley’s loss, many 
notes have been found which bear the name 
of Governor McKinley as principal, and 
Walker as an endorser.” 

The friends of McKinley, who are try- 
ing to make the governor pose as a victim 
of a friend’s treachery, say in explanation 
to this that the governor signed the notes 
that way so that it would be easier for 
Walker to get the money. 


SHERMAN’S BOND AMENDMENT. 


Two Views of It—A Canvass of the Congress- 
men Upon the Question. 


Washington, February 27.—Two views 
relative to the Sherman bond amendment 
obtain in the senate. The indications are, 
however, that the senate will recede from 
its amendments in this particular and that 
the result of the struggie will be that the 
sundry civil bill will be passed without this 
amendment attached to it. 

There has been quite a canvass going on 
for the past few days and the opponents of 
the issue of bonds say that_they have as- 
certained that certain senators voted for 
the proposition under .a misapprehension 
and will hail with delight any means that 
will permit them to change the record as it 
now stands. It is also said that word has 
come from Mr. Cleveland that he would 
rather see the sundry civil bill a law than 
have it imperilled by an attempt to force 
the bond question. No one.in the senate, 
however, professes to speak for Mr. Cleve- 
land in this matter, and, indeed, those who 
stand closest to him say that there is no 
difference in the situation at all. 

A well-known senator who enjoys the con- 
fidence of the president-elect. said today 
that there was uo reason why the bond 
amendment should not prevail and he be- 
lieved it would in the end, for the reason 
that it was a clean cut business propvusi- 
tion that could result in nothing but the 
saving of expenditures to the countty at 
large. The administration was in favor of 
the amendment in the event of any con- 
tingency that made such an issue a necessity 
and friends of the administration, this sena- 
tor said, would resist any attempt to defeat 
fhe amendments as passed by the senate. 

Indications seem to be, though. that a 
material change of sentiment has been go- 
ing on in the senate and that the amend- 
ment will be receded from rather than 
that the whole bill should be defeated. 

Mr. Springer, from the committee on 
ways and means, reported to the house today 
with the recommendation that it pass the 
Stump bill placing tin and fin ores on the 
free list.

PASSAGE OF THE PENSION BILL 


The Senate Rushes It Throngh Without 
Amendment—Other Proceedings. 


Washington, Februa 27.—In the sen- 
ate, Mr. Call introd a joint resolution 
to suspend ‘the list of swamp and over- 
flowed public lands in Florida until further 
action of congress, and asked for its pas- 
sage. After considera}le discussion it went 
over without action ahd the senate took up 
the pension appropriation bill. 

The pension appropriation bill passed with 
but little discussion and without amend- 
ment. 

The agricultural appropriation bill was 
reported and placed oa the calendar. 

The conference report on the military 
academy bill was presented and agreed to. 
A conference was ordered on the sundry 
civil appropriation bill and Messrs. Allison, 4 
Hale and Gorman were appointed conferees 
on part of the senate. 

A bill local to the District of Columbia 
was under discussion when, at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, on motion of Mr. Faulkner, 
business was suspended in order that fitting 
tributes might be paid to thé memory of 
his late colleague, Senator John E. Kenna, 
who died here last January. 

Mr. Faulkner offeréd the usual resolu- 
tion of sorrow and condelence and went on 
to deliyer a eulogy on the dead senator. 
Mr. Faulkner was followed by Messrs. 
Frye, Gorman, Blaekburn, Cullom, Gray, 
Vest, Stewart Daniel, Hawley, and by 
ee successor in the senate--Mr. Cam- 
den. ! 

The resolutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed and the senate at 6 o’clock adjourned 
till tomorrow at 11 o'clock in the morning.

TO LEASE THE CONVICTS 


Is the Object of the Visit of Bostonians to 
Raleigh. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 27.—(Special.)— 
Today John Davis and John Shaw, of Bos- 
ton, arrived here and had a long conference 
with Paul Faison, president of the peniten- 
tiary board; W. Hicks, the superin- 
tendent, and the executive committee of the 
board, regarding the leasing of the peni- 
tentiary and the 1,120 convicts, the lat- 
ter to be employed in mechanical work in- 
side the prison. The first announcement of 
this was made in the house of representa- 
tives and it was heard with great interest. 
A bill has been prepared providing for the 
lease of the convicts and it will virtually 
amount to taking the penitentiary incubus 
off the state’s hands. Though nothing is 
asked for the maintenance of the convicts 
this year yet there is now before the legis- 
lature a bill to appropriate $75,000 for their 
support next year, in case no employment is 
found for them or operations at the great 
state farms prove unprofitable. 


A NOVEL PROPOSITION. 


Colonel] Jere Baxter’s New Plan for Leasing 
Convicts in Tennessee. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 27.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Jere Baxter made a novel propost- 
tion to the penitentiary committee today. 

It seems that Colonel Baxter has secured a 
one year’s option on the Nashvilie and Knox- 
ville railroad and on what is known as the 
Crawford coal fields of neariy one hundred 
thousand acres, on the Cumberland plateau. 
Colonel Baxter appeared personally before 
the committee and proposed to deed to the 
state 10,000 acres of coal lands to be paid for 
in convict labor, which he stated he would 
utilize in completing the Nashville and Knox- 
vilie railway from Standing Stone, in Put- 
nam county, to the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
road, about forty miles, and from Lebanon 
to Nashville, about thirty miles. The road 
is already in operation from Lebanon to Cook- 
ville, about sixty miles. 

Colonel Baxter further agreed, to transport, 
at cost, all coal mined by the state for ten 
years. The proposition was taken under 
consideration. 


SURRENDER OF THE POPULISTS. 


They Decide to Kecognise the Republican 
House. 

Topeka, Kas., February 27.—The populist 
house members, after caucussing all day 
and a part of the night, have finally decided 
to yield to the decree of the court and re- 
cognize the republican house. One of their 
members appeared in the repnimican house 
this afternoon and there was loud applause 
when he addressed Mr. Douglass as “Mr.

A Masked Mob Took Him from Murray 
County Jail, 


¢| HAVE THEY LYNCHED THE MAN, 


Or Has He Been Set Free by His 
Friends? 


THE SHERIFF'S WIFE GAVE UP THE KEYS, 


Fearing If She Did Not Her Husband 
Would Be Killed—A Mysterious 
Affair in North Georgia.

Dalton, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)— 
Tom Hill, the white man convicted of 
rape in Murray county this week and sen- 
tenced to twenty years in the chaingang, 
as taken from jail at Spring Place last 
night about 12 o'clock. 

A party of seventy-five or eighty men 
armed with Winchesters; did the work. 

Sheriff Carter refused to give up the key 
to the jail, but his wife, acting under the 
threat that her husband would be killed 
unless the keys were obtained, gave them 
to the crowd. 

The general opinion is that: Hill was lib- | 
erated and set free by the mob, sentiment 
in Murray county being in his favor, few 
people believing that he was guilty of the 
crime charged. A few adhere to the opin- 
ion that he was taken out and lynched, but 
they are very few. . 

I talked with Sheriff Carter, who was in 
Dalton today, and Carter says that while he 
only saw the crowd get Hill and leave and 
knows nothing further, still he believes 
that Hill was set free by those who sym- 
pathized with him. 


: MOBS ARE AFTER THEM. 


Joe Payne Implicated Other Negrees in His 
Crimes. 


Jelfico, Tenn., February 27.—Before be- 
ing lynched Saturday night for assault on 
Miss Nannie Cécil, Joe Payne, colored, con- 
fessed that he and three other men, whose 
names he gave, some months ago criminally 
assaulted and murdered Mildred Bryant, a 
white girl.

Yourg White, agea seventeen years, and 
young Hall, aged nineteen, were on their way 
home Sunday evening from a burial, and began 
perpetrating jokes ou each other. White wa:

& Wesson pistol and pointing 1t in the breas 
of young Hall pulled the trigger. 

The ball entered the heart and caused in- 
stant death. The pistol was so close that his 
clothing was wder burned.

Washington, February 27.—The capital 
has become a great whispering gallery.

Cleveland and his cabinet will do when 
they take office that volumes could be 
Written every hour in the day.

The Speaker Raps the Gentleman to Order 
with Sharp Remarks. 


Washington, February 27.—The demand 
for the regular order in the house made 
by Mr. Simpson blasted the hopes of a 
number of gentlemen congregated in the 
area in front of the speaker's desk, each 
waving a bill which he desired to have 
passed during the closing hours of con- 
gress. Mr. feel moved to suspend the 
rules and pags the Indian appropriation 
bill. Althougu more toan two-turds of 
the bill had already been considered and 
agreed to in committee of the whole and 
although Mr. Peel requested the reading of 
that portion be dispensed with, Mr. lxil- 
gore objeqted and the clerk proceeded 
to read the bill in extent. 

The reading having been concluded, Mr. 
Taylor, of Illinois, demanded a _ second, 
which was considered as ordered. There 
Was no objection to the measure, but it 
was made the pivot around which circled 
a general discussion of the anti-option bill. 

The Indian appropriation bill was finally 
passed. 

Mr. Holman moved to suspend the rules 
and non-concur in the senate amendments 
to the sundry civil appropriation bill, in- 
cluding the Sherman fond amendment. 

The motion was discussed wth some 
warmth, but finally it was agr to—209 
to 14—and Messrs. Holman, Sayers and 
Cogswell were appointed conferees. 

Mr. Wise moved to suspend the rules 
and agree to the senate amendment to the 
car-coupler bill. 

Mr. Richardson demanded a _ second 
which, after some delay, was ordered— 
162 to 6. 

Mr. Richardson moved an adjournment 
and on this motion the yeas and nays were 
ordered. 

Then for some moments there was great 
confusion and noise in the house, which 
eompelled the speaker finally to say in a 
tone of stern reproof: “The gentlemen 
must understand that this is the house of 
representatives and not a beer garden.” 
(Applause.) 

The motion to adjourn was defeated— 
yeas 6, nays 225. 

Mr. Oates then opposed the bill, which 
he denounced as centralization gone to 
seed. The bill appealed to congress to 
do a thing which it would hereafter regret 
having done. 

Mr. Washington contended that the bill 
requited some of the railroads of the 
south to accomplish a physical impossi- 
bility. 

The motion to suspend the rules and 
concur in the senate amendment was ag 
to—yeas 184, nays 85—amid applause from 
friends of the measure. 

On motion of Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, 
the conference report on the military acad- 
emy appropriation bill was agreed to. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, moved 
to suspend the rnles and pass the bill for 
the relief of William W. Burns. Mr. 
Burns is one of the assignees of the inter- 
est of H. H. Sibley, inventor of the Sib- 
ley tent. The Sibley bill is one which has 
consumed the time of almost every private 
biJl day this session. 

No quorum voting, the house, at 4:35 
o’clock, adjourned.

ALL ABOUT THE MARCH WEATHER. 


How It Affects the Crops—The Latest 
Day for a Killing Spring Frost. 
Other Things, 


Tomorrow ushers in the month of winds 
aud the time has arrived when the farmer 
wonders how the moon hangs and how 
the weather will turn this month. 

Much depends upon the weather during 
the month of March. 

The fruit-growers all stand tiptoed with 
eager excitement during this month to see 
if the cold winds will come in such a de- 
gree as to snatch from the prospect of a 
bounteous yield. The cotton planter wants 
to know if the cold, raw, drizzly rain swept 
here and there by the winds will keep him 
from tearing up the land that ought to be 
torn up for the a crop. 

The United States department of agri- 
culture has issued a very instructive docu- 
ment ‘on this line. It is sent out by Park 
Morrill, of the Atlanta station, and the 
statistics given are from the records of the 
Atlunta station, the facts having been 
gathered from this state. 

The mean temperature for the month of 
March for the past fourteen years in the city 
of Atlanta has been 51.2 degrees. 

There Was an unusual warm March in 
1879 and also in 1882, when the thermom- 
eter measured 57 degrees. It is needless to 
say that when the thermometer was playing 
around so high as that that there was a 
cold snap the next month that played havoc 

peach and pear trees 
all over this section of the country. 

The coldest March that is on record for 
the past fourteen years was that of 1885, 
when the average temperature was 47. In 
1891 it was just as cold and the thermom- 
eter Was on an average the same that it was 
during March of the year just named. 

The highest temperature that was ever 
experienced in the state during the munth 
of March for the fourteen years was when 
the mercury danced uy « the 81 netch. 
That was on the 20th day of March, 1882. 
In 1890 and 1892 the mercury went to the 
lowest point in March, when it reached 
just 17 above zero. 

The Last Killing Frost. 


Everybody who has a farm, or a garden, 
or even a flower yard will be interested to 
know the average date cf tue last killing 
frost for the springs of the past fourteen 
years. 

It is March 24th, 

This does not mean, however, that a 
killing frost may not come this year later 
than this time. It does not mean that a 
killing frost cannot come sooner this year 
than the average, nor does it mean that a 
killing frost can come later than the aver- 
age. It is a good pointer, however, from 
which to draw general conclusions.

The average precipitation for the month 
of March for the past fourteen years is 6.43 
inches, 

The greatest monthly precipitation was 
for the month of March, 1880, when the 
rainfall was 11.87. The least monthly pre- 
cipitation was 1.99 in 1887, 

Lhe greatest amount of precipitation re- 
corded in any twenty-four consecutive bours 
was 7.36 inches on March 29, 188bi. 

_ The greatest amount of snowfall recorded 
in twenty-four consecutive hours (record 
extending to winter of 18845 only) was 
3 inches on March 18, 18:2. 

Clouds, Wind and Weather. 


The average number of cloudy days for 
the month of March during the time just 
named has been small. We very rarely 
have cloudy weathermin the month of March 
in this section of the country because the 
winds blow the clouds aavay faster than 
they can form. 

But there are always to be found some 
clouds to obscure the sky, no matter what 
month it is. 

The average number of cloudy days for 
the past fourteen years, during the month 
of March, is eight. 

But, on an average for the same time 
there have been eleven partly cloudy days. 

The average of perfectly cloudless days 


-for the time is twelve. 


The prevailing winds during the month of 
March have been from the northwest. The 
highest velocity of the wind during any 
March was forty-eight miles on the 22d of 
the month, 1888. 

Thus, it is seen that altogether we do not 
have such a hard time of it in March as 
it would seem to one who depends upon the 
whistle of the winds for his statistics 

There is always an interesting study in 
these monthly records, and it is a matter 
upon which the farmers of the state may 
well congratulate themselves that they have 
the advantages afforded by Mr. Park 
Morrill, of the weather signal service. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Thunder was heard and lightning was seen 
in Atlanta last night for the first time since 
November, coming as if it were a forerunner 
of spring. Following the thunder and light- 
ning was a heavy downpour of rain, both of 
which were occasioned by the presenee of a 
trough-like storm area over the Mississippi 
valley, extending from the guif of Mexico to 
Canada. ‘This storm area generated greati¢ 
in force in the southwest on Sunday and 
moved yesterday from Kansas, as a center, 
to the above position, which it occupied at 
7 o'clock last night. 

The brunt of the storm will be felt in the 
lake region today, und, ~—_s to its magui- 
tude, severe weather is anticipated. Already, 
at 7 o’clock last evening the wind had risen 
to a gale velocity of forty-four miles an hour 
In Chicago. Precipitation will probably ex- 
tend over most of the northeastern states to- 
day; fair weather is expected in the west 
and southwest, and clearing weather is ex- 
pected in most of the southern country east 
of the Mississippi by tonight. 

Foliowing the storm area in its eastward 
movement is a high barometric area, with a 
cold wave. In nsas City yesterday the 
temperature was up to 54 degrees in the 
fore part of the y and last night at 7 
o’clock it had dropped down to 20 degrees. 
The freezing line at 7 o’clock p. m. extended 
from north of New York city to north of Chi- 
cago, and then took a sharp turn to the 
south as far as the Indian Territory and ex- 
treme northern Texas.

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THE MONTH OF MARCH 


Atlanta yesterday on a business trip. Cap- 
tain Hyman is one of the most active infiu- 
ences in Washington county, and tn the re- 
cent campaign there was not a more earnest 
democratic worker in the state than he. 
Than Captain Hyman, a braver soldier never 
went to the war from Georgia, and one of 
his deeds of heroism belongs to the history 
of the war, and has before this been recorded 
in print. At the head of the company of 
which he was captain he made the famous 
charge at Spottsylvania Courthouse, in which 
eight color bearers of the Third Georgia rezi- 
ment were shot down in an effort to capture 
the federal breastworks. The last man shot 
was the gallant John DuPree, a cousin of 
Hon. J. M. DuPree, of Macon county. He 
fell with the colors of the regiment in his 
hand, and his last act was to stick the stand- 
ard in the ground. Captain Hyman imme- 
diately grasped the colors and started at the 
head of the regiment toward the federal 
breastworks. His gallant act served to in- 
spire the men of the regiment, who were 
falling before the terrible fusilade from the 
federal guns. They rallied in an instant, 
and with Captain Hyman in front made a 
furious onslaught on the federal lines, and 
in a few moments the colors under which 
eight men had fallen were waving in triumph 
over the federal lines. 

Of the political situation in Washington 
county Captain Hyman said: 

“We wiil be all right down there {f the 
new administration gives us the showing we 
expect of it. You know Washington county 
is about the worst third party county in the 
state, and went for Watson by a large. ma- 
jority, notwithstanding all our efforts to pre- 
vent it. The third party is dead for in 
our county if the democrats will only redeem 
their campaign peters. We made certain 
authorized promises in the last campaign, 
and, of course, if the administration does not 
see that they are carried out we cannot be 
responsible for the consequences. If some- 
thing is not done in the wey of tariff reform 
and financial relief, I really do not know 
what will be the result. I dread to think 
of it. If some decisive action is taken on 
these lines there will be no cause whatever 
to fear. I sincerely hope that everything 
will be all right. Iam heartily in sympathy 
with The Constitution’s efforts to have the 
democratic party remember in full its 
pledges.”’

AN AUGUSTA LADY TAKES HER OWN LIFE 


She Wasa Patient at a Sanitarium in Rome 
and Took Morphine with Sui- 
cidal Intent. 


Rome, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)—It 
now appears that the death of Mrs. Stiner, 
which occurred at the popular boarding 
house of Mrs. Galliard, Sunday morning, 
was another tragedy under the fatal spell 
which has pervaded the country during 
the past week. 

All day Mrs. Stiner was melanch ly, 
and had but little to say to «ny 
one. The house where she boarded is 
the home of a number of the best people 
in the city, and there is ususally a very 
jovial company at the table, but Mrs. 
Stiner avoided the other boarders, and at 
night she was found by Mrs. Galliard 
lying on her bed in a comatose condition. 
The landlady tried to arouse her, and 
could not. She became alarmed, and, 
sometime afterwards, a doctor was called. 
Dr. T. R. Garlington came, and was soon 
followed by Dr. J. B. S. Holmes, 

The doctors saw at once that she had 
taken an overdose of morphine, and that 
she would die in a short time if not re- 
lieved. They went hard to work, and 
worked all night to save the woman’s 
life. About daylight she rallied some- 
what, and there was some hope of her 
recovery. 

Saturday night she declined rapidly, 
and it soon became apparent to Dr. Gar- 
lington, who was attending her, that life 
would soon come to an end. She died 
near 3 o'clock Sunday morning, and it 
was generally supposed that she had 
t.zken the morphine, as she was a 
habitual user of that drug, without any 
intent to take her life. But it is now 
clear that she intended to end her ex- 
istence on this earth. It has been dis- 
covered that she took twenty grains of 
the drug at one time. 

Mrs. Stiner came to Rome from Augusta 
last December, and was a patient at 
the Holmes sanitarium, and was treated 
for the morphine habit, to which she had 
become almost a hopeless slave. When 
the sanitarium was destroyed, Dr. Holmes 
secured board for her at Mrs. Galliard’s. 
It is said that she frequently became very 
melancholy and said her people cared 
no more for her, and that she “vas tired 
of life. 

The body was sent on the 6 o’clock 
train this morning to Augusta, her 
former home. She was @ young woman 
of great refinement and unusual culture, 
and made many friends during -er stay 
in Rome.

Mr. Harter’s Latest. 

One of the shiftiest and most active 
cranks now before the public is Con- 
gressman Michael Harter. His antics 
are beyond enumeration, and his move- 
ments can hardly be followed by the 
unaided eyes of the public. One moment 
he is squalling in the top of a tree, and 
the next he is squaking under the boards 
in the cellar floor...

But Mr. Harter’s bill is for effect, 
1erely. It is his way of running to the 
front of the stage between the acts, and 
firing off a hoss pistol. 

Mr. Harter’s proposition is not worth 
considering. What the people want, and 
what they propose to have, is the restora- 
tion of silver to our currency by re 
monetizing it—by opening the mints to it 
and making it a full legal tender in the 
payment of debts. The democratic plat- 
form, which the people endorsed, simpli- 
fies the whole matter, and the spirit and 
meaning of that platform will be carried 
out, sooner or later, by the representa- 
tives of the people. 


The Case of Mr. Jenks. 

The friends of the Hon. George A. 
Jenks, of Pennsylvania, are in a state of 
mind over the singular mischance by 
which he lost the attorney generalship 
after Mr. Cleveland had tendered it to 
him. 

Mr. Jenks himself, it is unnecessary to 
say, shares the burning curiostty eo his 
friends, and it is whispered that he has 
confidentially intimated his belief that 
there is something wrong somewhere.

In point of fact, the posl- 
tion was offered to him, and it appeared 
to be such an absolute certainty that 
Mr. Jenks felt no hesitation in consulTing 
his friends as to the advisability of ac 


-cepting. It is greatly to his credit that, 


m seeking counsel, he did not confine 
himself to politicians—ungodly and 
worldly men. He was disposed to think 
the matter over prayerfully, and, in 
order to settle his doubts, he visited his 
pastor and asked his advice. The two 
were closeted together a long time, and 
the visitor lefefeeling that it was almost 
a duty to accept the responsibility of 
office. His pastor thought so, and, surely, 
that worthy divine was 9 safe guide. 

But, in the meantime, according ¢o the 
friends of Mr. Jenks, some unseen in- 
fluence was at work—some one probably 
inspired by factional spite, and determin- 
ed to humiliate the Pennsylvanian, cap- 
tured Mr. Cleveland’s ear, and reversed 
the current of events. In this way, so 
the story goes, the appointment was re- 
considered, and Mr. Olney, of M~assa- 
chusetts, received the office which was 
apparently within the grasp of another. 

Mr. Jenks will need all of his philosophy 
to enable him to bear with composure 
such a mortifying disappointment. Doubt- 
less, he has paid a second visit to his 
pastor to discuss the startling develop- 
ments in the case, and his spiritual adviser 
has been strangely derelict if he failed 
to remind his brother that it is not well 
for a man to put his trust in princes, and 
that there is many a slip ’twikt the cup 
and the lip. 

Mr. Jenks is now convinced that a man 
is never sure of anything in this fickle 
world. He accepts the situation with out- 
ward calmness. Mr. Jenks is not saying 
much, but he is doing no end of thinking 
just now, and he may be happy yet— 
when he-gets even with the enemy.

Modest Mr. Olney. 

Mr. Richard Olney, the Boston lawyer, 
who has been called to the high office of 
attorney general in Mr. Cleveland’s cabi- 
net, is a good-looking man, but it will 
take the public some time to find it out. 

For some days past, newspaper readers 
have been wondering “why the pictures 
of Mr. Olney in different journals bear 
so little resemblance to each other. These 
portraits 1un the whole gamut of ex- 
pression.

The explanation has come out at last.

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Gold Contracts Again. 

A banker of the south has sent to the 
editor of The New York Journal of Com- 
merce a copy of The Constitution contain- 
ing our comments on Editor Stone's 
article on the yalidity of gold contracts. 
It is no disrespect to the distinguished 
editor to say that his arguments are 
foggy, or that he flounders in his efforts 
to set up a proposition that is indefensi- 
ble in reason and common sense. The 
supreme court itself, as the New York 
editor shows, has floundered around con- 
siderably, and has been on both sides of 
the question. We observe, too, that when 
its decisions seem to go on all fours with 
the views of Editor Stone, it is a very 
wise and up?hight court, and all the 
justites are Daniels come to judgment; 
but, when its decisions run counter to 
the contentions of our modern Shylocks, 
they are weak and debased, and azount 
to nothing. 

But this is not all. When the supreme 
court in the Juillard case say that the 
greenbacks, which have been redeemed, 
may be reissued, practically nullifying the 
resumption act, and declare that private 
coutracts cannot stand in the way of the 
legal tender power of the government, the 
editor of The Journal of Commerce pro- 
fesses to find in it a recognition of the 
validity of gold contracts. 

It would be a great deal better for the 
cause of truth, if the editor were to ac 
knowledge with a candor becoming to his 
age and experience that the supreme 
court has never legislated directly on the 
principle which The Constitution has 
been discussing, but that its “asides” and 
‘“aparts’ have leaned first oue way and 
then another. Meanwhile, -here: is a 
large body of decisions by United States 
judges and state judges which assert and 
maintain the principle for which The 
Constitution has been contending—that 
the validity of gold contracts, or silver 
contracts, or paper contracts, nullifies the 
power of the government to make a legal 
tender of the form of money contracted 
against. 

Editor Stone, by quoting from our 
article, enables us to correct a very 
serious error, which must have been made 
in the hurry of writing. Our contempor- 
ary quotes this: “In the face of any 
form of depreciated currency, there can 
be no doubt that gold contracts are valid, 
and no decision of any court is necessary 
to make that fact plain to any person 
capable of reasoning. For the existence 
of depreciated currency is an evidence of 
the fact that the government has failed 
to carry out its contract with the public.” 

This, of course, is nonsense. What we 
intended to write was this: ‘In the face 
of any form of depreciated currency, 
there can be no doubt that gold contracts 
are valid, if they ever can be valid, but 
it stands to reason and common sense that 
2 contract which serves to impart end 
aggravate the very condition which it 
pretends to defend itself against is null 
and void, and no decision of any court is 
necessary to make that fact plain to 
any person capable of reasoning. For the 
existence of depreciated currency is 
evidence that the government has failed 
to carry out its contract with the public, 
a contract that depends largely on its 
constitutional power to make money a 
legal tender in the payment of public 
and private debts.” 

This is what we intended to say, and 
we thank the editor of The Journal of 
Commerce for giving us the opportunity 
of saying it over, and saying it right. 
We have no doubt that the fact tbat the 
statement had been emasculated in the 
writing or in the printing was .bvious to 
him. 

As a matter of fact, the principle be- 
hind the gold-contract business has never 
been clearly decided by the supreme 
court, but what its decision would 
probably be is very clearly set forth in 
the statement we quoted sume t'me ago 
from the Juillard case. Editor Stone 
himself says that the court would 
probably affirm the constitutionality of a 
law passed by congress invalidating gold 
contracts, but te does not believe con- 
gress can pass such a law. 

The editor of The Journal of Commerce 
is a wise man and a good man, but we 
are inclined to believe that he puts too 
much contidence in the power of Shylock- 
ism to stay the hand of congress in such 
matiers. We seem to be living in a 
season of peace and quiet, but it is not 
so. The people are mightily stirred. 
They see the efforts of a powerful clique 
of bankers to control the government. 
They behold a strong and an all but suc- 
cessful attempt to force an issue of 
government bonds. They observe the 
efforts of a gold conspiracy, which has 
its feet in Europe and its fangs in this 
country, to rush the yellow metal to a 
premium. The sight stirs them, and they 
are becoming more and more cetermined 
every day to control their own govern- 
-ment, their own congress and their own 
treasury. The signs of the times can be 
interpreted in no other way. 

To sum it all up: When a few money 
sharks or many have the power to de- 
monetize silver and treasury notes as 
debt-paying money, they have already 
usurped the power which they are ready 
to deuy to the government. 


Where Help Is Needed. 

Several managers of various railroads 
in this state arrived in the city yesférday, 
and will go before the Georgia railroad 
commission today with facts and figures 
to argue for an increase of rates on 
certain Knes of freight. The railroads of 
this state are certainly in need of some 
kind of assistance. The fact that nearly 
all are in the hands of receivers, and the 
further fact that the reports of these 
receivers show that, in many instances, 
the rates allowed will not pay 4 per cent 
on the cost of construction, and that, for 
years, on several roads the stockholders 
have not received a dollar in dividends—

Competition in Cotton Production. 
From The New Orleans Picayune. 

It is customary for our cotton producers 
to consider only the competition of India and 
Egypt as in any way formidable, because in 
those countries only has the production of 
the fleecy staple reached such proportions ay 
to enter actively into competition with the 
American products in the markets of the 
world. Nevertheless there are other coun- 
tries now producing cotton which, with prop- 
er energy devoted to the industry, could in 
time be made very formidable competitors. 

Thus, for instance, Brazil, which now pro- 
duces a small crop, could be made to raise 
a very large supply, while the immense plains 
of the Argentine Republic could be made to 
almost rival the United’ States in cotton pro 
duction if properly developed. By far the 
most serious attempt to develop a cotton in- 
dustry made in recent years has been on the 
part of Russia. Not only the Russian gov- 
ernment, but large landowners have made 
serious and intelligent efforts to build up a 
and in ae 


| So far the efforts of the Russians to grow | . 
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rapidly. The 
principal locations of this central Asiatic 
cotton industry are in the Khanates of Bok- 
hara and Khiva, where there is suitable ter 
ritory sufficient to grow a crop of 500,000 
tons of clean cotton per annum. 

The Russians confidently hope that in the 
not distant future they will be freed from 
the necessity of buying their cotton from 
America and Egypt, and will be able to grow 
ini their own provinces all the cotton they 
need. The Russian demand is by no means 
an unimportant source of consumption of 
American cotton, and its removal will be 
seriously felt by the American producer. 

The only sensible way to meet this threat- 
ened competition. is for producers to diversi- 
fy their crops and make cotton entirely a sur- 
plus or cash crop. This can be done no- 
where else to advantage but in the United’ 
States, consequently, by the adoption of such 
a policy, American cotton could readily un- 
dersell all other cotton, and thus retain its 
supremacy in the markets of the world.

It was one of the 
very brightest of Georgia weeklies, and its 
editor one of the rarest writers on the Geor. 
gia press. His pen, however, will not long 
remain idle. Hanlons are in great demand. 


Editor McIntcsh, of The Albany Evening 
Herald, puts the case clearly when he says: 

“The money lost by country newspapers in 
the state of Georgia yearly, thruugh dead- 
beats, deaths and removals, would go up into 
the millions of dollars! A man muy be 
‘good,’ as the term goes, but if he is ‘good’ 
he is more able to pay his subscription in ad. 
vance than the editor is to wait for it six 
months or even a year. man that cannot 
pay, in advance, $1 or $1.50 for his home 
paper should be made to read almanacs of a 
decade ago for his news.”’

New York Morning Advertiser: If we under- 
stand the language of our esteemed s0t 
exchanges the fires are burning on every hill- 
top and canebrake in the south to celebrate 
the fact that three southern gentlemen have 
been called to the cabinet. It certainly is am- 
ple cause for congratulation. Heave on anoth- 
er tar barrel! 

Philadelphia Times: Whatever may be their 
national political faith, all business men in 
the south, including negroes who have become 
property owners, are implacably hostile to ne- 
gro political control, and they 
example in the action of congress disfranchis- 
ing the colored men of the District of Colum- 
bia, where negro suffrage was first established 
by an act of congress. It became a necessity 
to save property values in Wasbington to 
abolish the political power. of colored voters, 
and that was done by repealing the local 
government that had been established by 
congress to take the lead in colored suffrage. 


Richmond Times: The bill which Mr, Har- 
ter has introduced into congress contains the 
elements of the true solution of the contro- 
versy over silver. He proposes that hence- 
forth the coinage of both gold and ailver shall 
be free at the present ratio at the mints for 
all who offer the metals for coinage, but that 
the coins, instead of being stamped *“dol- 
lara,” “five dollars,” etc., shall be stamped 
“ten dimes,” “fifty dimes,” ete. That is, 
that a piece of gold corresponding to the pres- 
ent gold dollar shall be stamped as a coin 
containing ten dimes, and a piece of silver 
corresponding to the present, dollar shall be 
stamped as a coin containing ten dimes, and 
that neither the gold nor the silver coin shall 
be legal tender for debt, but all coins here- 
tofore issued shall remain legal tender, and 
all such as the government may he’ eafter 
put out on its own account sball be legal 
tender. This latter is, of ourse, to make pro- 
visions for the new coins the government may 
put out by recoining old “oins that Lave lost 
weight. 

St. Louis Globe Democrat: This is a criti- 
cal period in the career of the democracy 
The fortunes of the party, for the near future 
at least, will be made or marred by the man- 
ner in which it manages the governmental 
affairs of the country during the next two 
years. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: Mr. 
Cleveland took Judge Gresham from a posi- 
tion worth, $6,000 a year for life and gave him 
one worth $8,000 a year for a period of four 
years. From a commercial standpoint Judge 
Gresham did not drive a good bargain.

“UNCLE! TOM’S CABIN” 


Will Not Be Presented at the World’s Fair as 
Keported. 


Several communications were received by 
The Constitution yesterday in reference to 
the report against which editorial protest 
has been made in The Constifution, that the 
“Uncle Tont Burned at the Stake’’ perform- 
ance was to te exhibited at the world’s fair 
as a typical southern scene, in an elaborate 
illustration of ‘“‘Uncle Tom's Cabin.”’

“Atlanta, Ga., February 20.—Editor Consti- 
tution.—Dear Sir: In this morning’s Con- 
stitution you enter a protest against the in- 
troduction of a play entitled ‘Uncle Tom 
Burned at the Stake’ at the Columbian ex- 
position.

“No, Julia,” he said, “eome home and I 
will guarantee that you will have no more 
trouble,” : 

1 made no promise, but when, in the fol- 
lowing spring, he wrote me of Irene’s ill- 
ness; told me what had been done for her, 
and her terrible condition, entreating me 
if [ knew anything that could be done for 
her to let him know, I replied: “I have 
had about two years experience as a nurse.

“Tor six months after Irene’s death time 
passed smoothly enough.

Many a working woman will corroborate 
what I hint at in their hearts. I, who had 
rarely ever heard an oath was surrounded 
by cursing men and women. 
I, who had been guarded so carefully, 
saw all the depths of vice. I was fotty 
years old before I had ever bought a ticket 
for a railroad journey. Could you expect 
a helpless woman like that being plundered 
and imposed on? Then think how long one 
has to wait for employment even when 
young. Ajll vacancies, even the lowest, 
have hundreds if not thousands of appli- 
cants. 
Think how many disappointments there 
are, how long the waiting time is while the 
purse grows thinner and thinner and the ne- 
cessity for work greater and greater. I have 
been through it all, though my pride hid 
much of it, and now at forty-five feeling in 
brain and muscle’ the fearfully wearin 
result of the struggle, who wishes me? 
"hat can =“I[ 0? thought I 
might clothe myself by my embroidery, 
but how fitful is the work! 
The last pages of Miss Force’s statement 
read as follows: 
Again, 1 went into mother’s room one 
day and said: ‘‘Mother, how can you, as a 
Christian woman, who took communion 
ohly last Sunday, treat me with the injus- 
tice and bitter wrongs that you do?’ 
“I will not listen to you,” she replied, 
half rising from her chair.

In the hands of 
Mr. Allie Force was a copy of the after- 
noon paper containing the story written by 
Miss Julia Force. The brothers and the 
attorney had been reading the story and 
were discussing it when the door bell was 
rung. That same polite, even genial man- 
ner, which has always characterized the 
Force brothers, was apparent. The deep 
sorrow which they are now enduring did 
not make them in the least forgetful of 
the comfort of the caller, neither did they 
forget the fact that Captain Hardeman 
was the legal adviser of the family and 
every question asked was referred to him 
for an answer, 

“Yes,” said the captain, “we have been 
reading ‘the written statement of Miss 
Julia as printed in the afternoon papers. 
We have gone over the papers, and, speak- 
ing for Allie Force and his brother, I 
tell you that the entire statement is looked 
upon as the prattle of a three-year-old 
child.” 

When the paragraph in the statement 
relative to the ill treatment of Mrs. Force 
by her husband was suggested, Captain 
Hardeman said:

An attempt will be 
made to have the prisoner brought before 
the ordinary of Fulton county, where 
there will be lots of evidence to prove her 
insane. If that can be secured—if the evi- 
dence bears out the declaration that she is 
insane—then she will be sent to the insane 
asylum.

The Genuine and Only First Wife of Ed- 
ward Hagood, 


TURNS UP WITH A WARRANT 


For Her Husband’s Arrest for Aban- 
donment. 


A HISTORY OF DECEPTION UNPARALLELED 


A Savannah Attorney in the City to Push 
the Charge Against the Gay Deceiver. 
Many Marriages Revealed. 


Major Edward A. Hagood, the gay old 
deceiver and hero of many connubial 
wrecks, is reaping the bitter harvest 
which he has been sowing in the way of 
miscellaneous marriages since he has 
been old enough to woo the female heart. 

On the heels of a great host of weeping, 
heartbroken wives, who Claim the festive 
major as their very own, but who has 
deserted them all, there now comes a 
Mrs. Hagood who lays first and previous 
claim upon the muchly married .r:ajor, 
and writes herself down a3 Wife No. 1. 
She seems to be well supplied ~ith evi- 
dence to support her claim. 

This alleged wife No. 1 is ,naking no 
idle or boasting claim, but is proceeding 
in the most active manner to establish 
her right to the title, and she promises, 
before she ceases operation, to place s-me 
others of the major’s numerous vives 
farther down on the list than they ever 
expected to be. 

This particular Mrs. Hagood, who says 
she is the genuine and only Mrs. !Jagood 
No. 1, proposes to make her deceptive 
lord sincerely repentant for his desertion 
and base treatment of her, and she has 
begun operations by swearing out a 
warrant against him, alleging bigamy. 

She is Mrs. Mary M. Hagood, of the ccr- 
ner of Second and Barnard streets, Sa- 
vannah, Ga. The warrant which she has 
taken out is now in the hands of the 
Atlanta police, and just as vigurous 
search as can be made for the missing 
major is being made by Detective Mc- 
Connell and other members of the Atlanta 
police force. 

The warrant was placed in the hands of 
Chief Connolly yesterday morning by a 
gentleman from Savannah, who came 
here to look after the interests of the 
Savannah wife. Sunday night a telegram 
was received asking the arrest of Hagood, 
but he could not be found. 

Yesterday Chief of Detectives Wright 
detailed Detective McConnell to search 
for Hagood. McConnell escorted Hagvuod 
to Charleston just a week ago, ind he 
knows the matrimonial hero well. He 
went to Hagood’s house, on the sorner of 
Highland avenue and Jackson street, 
yesterday. He searched the house, nut if 
the major was around he was secreted in 
a very small and narrow space. 

Mrs. Hagood, of Savannah, is evidently 
genuine. She has plenty of papers and 
documents to substantiate her statement, 
and, for that matter, she can produce 
living witnesses. She says that Hagood 
is from Barnwell, 8S. C., and at that place 
his family lived. She was married to 
him at Grahamville, in that state, about 
twenty years ago. The marriage cere 
mony was performed by Rev. Mr. Cobrun. 
She was a Miss Mary Beck before her 
marriage. Before marrying her, Hagood 
had been married once, and his wife had 
died. His first wife was a Miss Davis, 
of Walterboro, 8S. C., with whom he lived 

ten years, and by whom he had four 
children. 

The most remarkable part of the Savan- 
nah Mrs. Hagood’s story is that part re- 
lating to her children. She says that, 
before Hagood deserted her, she had four 
children, the eldest of whom is Miss Hat- 
tie, the pretty eighteen-year-old daughter 
of Hagood, wha is at present living with 
Hagood and his Chicago wife. The other 
three children live with their mother in 
Savannah. 

This Mrs. Hagood says she took care of 
Hagood’s children by his first wife. After 
her marriage to him, they lived for awhile 
at Mechanicsville, Ga., where Miss Hattie 
was born. He deserted her, and went to 
Charleston. In the latter city, ne met 
and married Miss Emma Alley, the 
daughter of a Charleston undertacer. 
He deserted her after two weeks, apd 
skipped. 

After deserting Mrs. Hagood, it is said 
that he went through the country buying 
cattle. He bought considerable stock on 
time, and incidentally made love to a rich 
widow. He gave the whole business the 
dandy-dink, and skipped. He was follow- 
ed by fifteen of the indignant countrymen 
from whom he had bought cattle. Tiey 
were atter blood or money. They got 
neither, although they overtook the major. 
He bluffed the crowd, made fair pruniises, 
and climaxed the transaction by setting 
up to drinks, all hands joining in. 

He next wrote to the Savannah Mis. 
Hagood from Persbro, 8. C., .o which 
place she went and joined him. They 
went to New York, Washington and 
Lake George. They lived together in 
New York for ten years. Hagood desert- 
ed her, leaving hér with a babe six- weeks 
old to care for. She went to Savannah, 
where she has made a living aking 
boarders, 

Not long after going to Savannah, she 
received a letter from Hagood, asking her 
to come to Chicago. She went, and found 
that he had married a woman who gave 
her name as Mrs. Belle Hagood, and who 
is the woman who is now living with 


Hagood. 

She went back to Savannah again, ond 
a few years ago Hagood secured her con- 
sent to carry Hattie to see her grand- 
mother at Barnwell. He stole her away, 
and carried her to New. York. Hattie’s 
mother went to New York, ‘vhere she 
found Hagood living with his Whicago 
wife. She succeeded in getting ser child 
back again. Hattie was anxious to go 
back, as she had gotten a taste of New 
York life, and, after seven months at 
Savannah, she went back to her father.

This policy seems to have beek definitely de- 
cided on ten days ago, and letters reaching us from 
Liverpool this morning under date of the 16th of Feb- 
ru sry indicate that such radical measures are likely to 
bring the strike to a speedy termination, Receipts at 
New Orleans tomorrow, being the last day of the 
month, will be relatively heavy, and estimates are as 
high as 10,000 to 11,00u bales, against 6,900 bales last 
week and 6,872 last year. Wednesday's movement is, 
however, expected to be very light. The trading in 
this market today has been upon &@ reduced scale, but 
those who have been short of cotton upon the expec- 
tation of the continuance of the strike have, to a con- 
siderable extent, protected their sales. The present 
crop movement points to a production of not over 
6,500,008 bales, and if the settlement of the labor 
troubles abroad results in free buying by spinners sup- 
plies would be reduced to within limits decidedly more 
reasonable than at present.. During the afternoon 
the market gradua!ly declined, and final prices were 
the lowest of the day and about 17 points under last 
evening’s figures. The weakness seems to have been 
due principally to the liquidation of cottoa that was 
held upon narrow margins. A decline of at least 4@6 
points is expected in Liverpool tomorrow, and unless 
this ctation be realized some reoovery may be es- 
tablished here.

Mr. Welborn Hill Makes a Deed iu June, 
Which Has Just Been Recorded. 

A deed placed om record last Friday is 
the occasion*of a good deal of gossip.

The witnesses are Lewis Redwine, the de- 
faulting cashier, and Judge John T.- Hen- 
derson, late commissioner of agriculture. 

Though signed up on the 7th of June last, 
it was not until last Friday, after the dis- 
aster to Mr. Hill's bank, that the neces- 
sity for recording it became urgent. - 

The publication of this tranfer in the 
Fulton county record of the 24th, attracted 
considerable attention, and many inquiries 
were made concerning it. 

Mr. Welborn Hill, in being asked about 
it said: 

“I sold the property to Dr. Hagan and 
it is. his business why he did not record 
the deed. The laws gives twelve months 
in which to make such record.” 

Dr. Hagan, however, was found at home 
last night, and in reply to a question stat- 
ed that the deed was genuine. 

“Why did you not file it at the time, 
Dr. Hagan?" the question was asked. 

“That is my business,” said he shortly. 
*T can tell you, however, that the deed is 
& sound one.” 

That ‘settled the matter so far as Dr. 
Hagan was concerned. No discussion 
would be raised over the conveyance, ex- 
cept for the present insolvency of the bank, 
and the fact that the stockholders are li- 
able to the patrons of the bank for the full 
amount of their deposits.

HE WAS HEAVILY FINED. 


Emil Selig, the Saloon Keeper, Who Disre- 
garded the Law on Election Duy. 


Emil Selig, the saloon keeper who kept 
open the rear door of his barroom on three 
several election days last year, was ad- 
judged to be guilty yesterday morning to 
the tune of $850. 

The little drama was enacted in the court- 
room of Judge Westmoreland and the prin- 
cipal acters in addition to the several wit- 
nesses who testified were Colonel L. W. 
Thomas and ex-Solicitor Frank O’Brian. 

It was a lively tilt between these two 
champions of the law and the fight was one 
of the most interesting that for several 
weeks has been waged in that forum. 

The ex-solicitor was very pungent in his 
remarks, especially in reference to the pros- 
ecutor in the case. His wrath was like a 
cyclone and several times rose “Olyinpus 
high.”” He characterized the prosecutor 
by using those familiar epithets of dog 
and liar and other descriptive adjutives 
of the fiercer kind. It was evident that 
he was considerably wrought up and his 
speech, which was an able vindication of 
his client, was notably a masterpiece of 
denunciation. 

fhen the solicitor arose to “look after’ 
the side of the state and to put together the 
fragments of the case, which had been rudely 
torn asunder by the violent assault of Mr. 
O’Brian, he called attention to the fact 
that be had never, in a practice of fifteen 
years, witnessed such a display of passion 
as that which had characterized the de- 
fence of Mr. Selig by his attorney, Mr. 

Brian. 

He then proceeded to address himself to 
the several charges of the accusation in 
which it was specified that Mr. Selig was 
guilt? of fonr separate offenses committed 
on the several election days. 

On one of these election days the city 
primary was held and in that way the four 
separate ofensds were derived. 

After the jury had brought in a verdict 
of guilty Judge Westmoreland proceeded 
to apply the penalty of the law. 

For each of the regular election days he 
fined him the sum of $250. which aggregated 
a penalty of $750 for the three offenses. 
In addition to this he was fined $100 for the 
primary election, for. while it ocenrred on 
the same dav as one of the other elections, 
. was considered a separate violation of the 
aw. 

The tria] was an interesting one from 
beginning to end and many friends were 
added to the list of admirers belonging 
to each of the two lawyers. 


SAM JONES COMING. 


He Will Inauguraie a‘ Revival in Atlanta 
Next Month. 

The Rev. Sam Jones was fin the city yes- 
terday looking unusually happy. His black 
eyes snapped as he told a Constitution man 
about his programme for next month.
